WAR OF HATE WILL BE GRAVE 
ERROR . . . 

The contention that "we must 
learn to hate" In order to elective- 
ly fight this war recently published 
in PM under the byline o£ foreign 
correspondent John K. Weisf, may 
well develop into one of the most 
serious mistakes In world history 
unless the idea is immediately and 
completely forced *out of consider- 
alien. 

Prof. John F. Shepard of the 
psychology department has already 
attacked a proposal that U.S. Naval 
cadets be given psychological train- 
ing to "engender a hatred ot our 
enemies ' on the grounds that it 
would lower morale in the armed 
forces by making the men cynical 
of our entire war effort. But upon 
further consideration it becomes 
apparent that the effects ot such 
a program would probably be much 
more far-reaching than that. 

U was hate, greed and envy and 
the like which smouldered after 
the last war and eventually flared 
up in the present conflict. Are we, 
then, to propose that this same hate 
be cultivated now, so we can have 
yet another world war. even greater 
and more deadly than this one, 
after another 25 years of "peace? 

There can be no place for hatred 
in any lorm if we are to ever re 
turn to a world of peace, even 
though it may be argued that one 
could hardly profess to love our 
enemies. But it must be remember 
ed that it isn't personalities we're 
fightinfi. but rather principles which 
have developed as a direct result 
of the hate .which was fostered by 
the Inst war. 

Hate, even more so than other 
emotions, cannot bo turned on or 
off at will, and a hate generated at 
the present time would at best die 
a very slow death after the war. In 
the meanwhile peace efforts would 
be hampered if not halted alto 
gether by that same hatred, and 
once again we would have won the 
war and lost the peace. 

We must remember that we are 
not fighting only to bring Germany 
and her allies to their knees so we 
can enjoy a few more years of dub 
ious peaee while hatred again pre 
pares the way for a third world 
war; any one who believes that to 
be our goal is sadly mistaken. 

Our aims must be much more 

broad; we arc fightins /or not just 

a few years' peace, but for a per 

manent one. And that peace, in 

order to be permanent, must of

The Pre-Medical Society will 
hold its meeting today at 5.00 p.m.

Dr. Andre J. Richard, a French 
Roentgenologist, will give an in- 
formal talk on his, experiences in 
the Medical Service of the French 
Army during the first World War 
and during . the present war until 
he was able, a few months ago, to 
leave the occupied region ot France 
and come to Canada. 

Dr. Richard has been an assistant 
of Madame Curie and has worked 
with the most celebrated pioneers 
in the roentgenology in France and 
the U.S.A. He has travelled wide- 
ly in North, and South America 
where he has been, for several 
years, professor of roentgenology. 

At the time of the invasion of 
France in June, 1940, he was doing 
research work in X-ray labora- 
tories of Paris. His private labora- 
iory and his home, near Paris, were 
destroyed by bombs. 

He is at present collaborating 
with the roentgenological work at 
ttie Hotel Dieu HospiUl ot Mont- 
real. - -

Club Hears 
Dr. Fulton 

Philosophers 
Hold Last 
Meeting 

In a paper on 'The So-Called Sci- 
entific Attitude" presented at the 
final meeting of the Philosophical 
Society last night. Professor J. S 
Fulton ot the Philosophy Depart- 
ment 'criticized a belief about the 
scientific attitude, a belief current 
ly held by intelligent and vocal 
groups in philosophy and science. 

Science. Dr. Fulton said in outlin- 
ing the more technical formulation 
ot the belief in question, has In its 
practical application "remade the 
world more nearly to the heart's 
—or at least the slnnach's desire. In 
addition to the material conditions 
of life," he added, "science, it is 
said, has changed the social. Institu- 
tional and cultural conditions, and 
through these has changed man 
himseU." 

-The belief under discussion, the 
speaker said, holds that by extend- 
ing science to the human and social 
world, man can master fate by 
making it a matter of choice obed- 
ient to hU will. The scientific atti- 
tude, in the view outlined. Is "the 
power of light in a Avorld of dark- 
ness." 

Professor Fulton found fault with 
this l>elief on the grounds that 
strictly interpreted the scientific at- 
titude is not the power of light and 
that the power ot light is more tlun

Piano piàying of 
this calibre is seldom hèard in Mmtrèal, and 
those who were fortunate enough to be present 
at the concert niade the most of it. Rubénsteln 
leaves one with the impression that he Is com 
plelely master of his liistrument; the" tone is 
clear, the phrasing precise, and nuances, hôw- 
ever delicate, are shown to a'nieety. And he 
is Just as much a master of Interpretation as he 
ii of technicalities. Tlie : concerto seemed to as- 
sume a new value when he played It; it lost Its 
air of banality and appearfed at really fine 
music., The : response ^to M. Rubenstein's per 
I fermance was so' overwhelming that Jie played 
three encoreir, two pieces by Chopin and Stra 
viniki'a "Petrouchka." 

In/aceompanylng the concerto, M. Defauw 
ai)d the orchestra did yoèman service. A great 
portion of the orchestral work it very difficult, 
and M. Rubenstein showed his appreciàtion of 
their efforts by insisting that they share the 
applause. 

In point of fact, the orchestra's worlc 
throughout the concert was extren^ely good. 
Tlie first number, Mendelssohn's Tingal's Cave*' 
overture, was played with restraint aiîd deli* 
oacy, conveying all thé shades the composer 
Intended. 

Haydn's "London" symphony was given 
very satisfying performance. It is wry hsrd 
for an orchestra to play Haydn properly, since 
the heart of his music rests in its simplicity 
and freedom from affection. Modern orches 
tras, used to the complexities of modem music, 
are apt to forget themselves when playing 
Hadyn, but M. Defauw and the orchestra show 
«d no signs of malting this mistalte. The 
straightforward harmony, the lillintf melody 
and the simple rhythmic patterns were brought 
out to very good advantage. 

The orchestra was at it best in the Prelude 
to the 1st Act of "Lohengrin," by Wagner. The 
strings, the woodwind and the brass each had 
their worJc to do, and it was very well done. 

A newcomer to the ^anks of concert pieces 
was "The Redemption," a symphonic, excerpt 
by Cesar Franclc. This number, like so many 
of Pranck's religious, works, suggests that he 
is writing for a huge organ! It begins with the 
basses, in deepest diapason; then violins as a 
vox humans, state the melody; and finally the 
brats, used in PVanck's daring manner, com 
bine with the rest In a sUrrlng canpn finale.

Suddenly a coloured ball bounces 
In front of the horse and a little boy 
in blue pantaloons chases'atter it 
He sees the white horse coming. He 
turns to run, but trips and falls. A 
womian screpms. The yoiing man in 
the carriage Jams his feet against 
the dashboardi pulling back on the 
reins. The horse's, head goes up, its 
forefeet strike sparks from the cob- 
bles as It is reined to a stop. The 
habitant wakes up but does not 
move.
